wSunday evening’s observations 
showed very clearly that since Thurs- 
day the comet’s reed motion in space, 
which is wholly. distinct, from the’ 
diurnal motion that we have-becn 
considering, had been such as to 
diminish its apparent distance: from 
the pole-star. That distance, as mea- 
sured at nine o’clock on- Sunday 
night, was 16 deg. 44 min. ‘There-. 
fore, sincé: Thursday, when the dis- 
tance was 22 deg, 21. min., the 
nucleus had seemed to us to draw 
nearer tothe pole-star by nearly two 
degrees, angular measure, per diem.
